Feminine 
Costumes Are Too 


Complex For Words. 


The women's costume is a trifle too 


complex for verbal description, as 
feminine belongings usually aie, but 
the white lace cap -which covers the 
head from eyebrows to nape of neck 
and from ear to ear, curving out in 
rounded wings on each side of her 
cheeks, is always a conspicuous and 
inevitable portion of a woman's attire. 
It may possibly be that on Sunday 
this cap is a trifle whiter or stiffer or 
daintier than on week days, but the 
difference is not very apparent. 


The ladies assure us there is a vast 


difference in the quality of the net and 
the amount of handiwork employed, 
but the lens made no special note of 
that. In shape and outline the camera 
finds great distinction between these 
caps and thc^se of Katwyk or Markcn 
or Bois le Due, but between Sunday 
and Monday caps in Volendam it re- 
cords none whatever. For the rest of 
the costume feminine Holland asks 
above all things apparently a very flat, 
narrow chest surmounting enormous 
hips, and Volendam is no exception 
to this fashion rule. The invariable 
black "best waist" of the elder women 
is usually brightened by a square yoke 
of lighter color and material, and the 
dark apron or overskirt is topped by 
six inches or more of gay plaid or 
bright colored band worn over an un- 
derskirt of dull blue striped or black 
material and uncountable petticoats. 
About the throat a collar formed of 
many rov, s of heavy dark red coial 
beads is fastened by huge silver clasps, 
and the number of rows, the size and 
quality of the beads are matters for 
feminine pride. Long hair is not the 
glory of women in Holland, save per- 
haps at Marken. It is usually hidden 
and at Yolendam is cut quite close and 
entirely covered by a tight fitting thick 
black silk cap concealed beneath the 
snowy white lace. The younger girls, 
from the tiniest toddler to the young 
rueisje, old enough to wed, wear dress- 
es and caps the exact counterpart of 
their grave mothers, no less full of 
skirt or narrow of chest, but much 
gayer in color. A group of tiny maid- 
ens in a stiff breeze on the dike resem- 
bles nothing more than a swarm of 
butterflies. — Florence Craig Albrecht in 
Scribner's.

MARRED THE MUSIC. 


Secret of the Poor Performance at e 


High Class Concert. 


"Musical critics sometimes complain 


of what they call the roughness of an 
orchestral performance without always 
considering that the cause may be 
found in the instruments rather than 
in the performers." At least so says the 
leader of a St. Louis organization. 


"There was some criticism of the or- 


chestral numbers given at a concert last 
winter, but I know that the' fault was 
not that of the men so much as of the 
Instruments. Almost every player has 
at least two, sometimes three or four, 
Instruments, and one at least Is the 
best he can afford to buy. This is es- 
pecially true in the case of the strings, 
for accidents will happen, and to be pre- 
pared against them string players have 
usually two or three violins—one for 
ordinary work, like teaching, dancing 
and rehearsing, and a superior violin 
for solos'and concerts. 


"Now, it happened that on the even- 


ing of the concert In question the 
weather was^ atrocious. It was snow- 
Ing and sleeting and raining by turns. 
A genuine violinist thinks about as 
much of his Jbest fiddle as he does of 
his youngest child, -and so on the con- 
cert night the string player thought to 
himself that he wouldn't take out his 
good fiddle. It might get damp or he 
might fall off the street car with it 
and smash it to splinters, so he resolved 
to leave it at home and take his every- 
day fiddle, thinking that in the ensem- 
ble nobody but himself would notice 
the difference. 


"But 
every other string player 


thought the same thing, so most of 
them left their best violins at home 
and brought their practice instruments. 
The public didn't notice the difference, 
but the players ai|d the leader did, and 
in an audience there are always people 
with almost miraculous ears for varia- 
tions of tone, and some of these did the 
complaining."—St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat.

COLLEGE PROFESSOR'S IDEA. 


Machine to Bs Stopped In Midair and 


Keep 
Its 
Elevation—Very 
Large 


Screw Propellers For Lifting Power, 
Entirely Different From Balloon. 
Dr. Robert W. Wood, professor of 


experimental physics at ilie Johns "Hop- 
kins university, and Otto Luyties, a 
skillful mechanical engineer of Balti- 
more, tope they have solved the prob- 
lem in aerodynamics 
upon which 


Langley failed and which Sant/>s-Du- 
mont has iiot yet succeeded in unrav- 
eling. Professor Wood is the successor 
to the late Professor H. A. Rowland, 
the inventor of the famous spectro- 
scope grating machine, known to all 
physicians, and the multiple telegraph 
•ystem now being introduced in the 
various countries of Europe. 
' 


The type of „ machine upon which 


Professor Wood and Mr. Luyties are 
at work is known as the "helicopter," 
says the Washington Post. It is en- 
tirely different from the balloon type 
and belongs to what is known as the 
"heavier than air" class of airships, 
now attracting, the attention of all who 
are 'interested in aerial navigation. It 
Wongs properly to the same class with 
the aeroplane, which was the object of 
extensive experiments by the late Pro- 
lessor Langley of Washington. 
The 


Langley airship, however, has several 
drawbacks, the most serious of which 
Is the difficulty of making landings be- 
cause of the extreme fiigh rate of hori- 
zontal velot^iy. which" £t"is absolutely 
necessary to "keep up fn order that the 
ship~ may sustain itself in the air. 


In' thes'i'^helicopter" Messrs. Wood 


and-' Ljrjties- -hope to overcome these 
disadvantages entirely. In the first 
place, there is no stationary supporting 
surface, such as is required in the 
aeroplane, which maintains its position 
In the air by several pairs of huso 
•wings and the high rate of velocity uc 
(Which it is drawn. 


Professor Wood and Lord Rayleigh, 


the renowned English physicist, differ 
on the question of motive power. The 
Englishman advocates electric motors, 
whereas Messrs. Wood and Luyties 
Bhow this to be impracticable in that 
such motors are entirely too heavy, 
weighing 100 to 150 pounds to the 
horsepower. Such being the" case, Dr. 
iWood proposes using the steam engine 
modeled after those used in the racing 
automobiles. 


I the particular ship upon which 


are now wo'rTdng an engine weigh- 


900 pounds and capable of 


Lting 1QO horsepower at the be- 
ng will be used. This high horse- 


will" be maintained for a few 


anly, as it will soon reduce to 


orjfifty horsepower, due to the 


high, grade of pressure. The ship Is 
to be lifted by the power of its en- 
gine, and movement when in the air 


will be obtained by what Is known as 
the "lifting powers of its revolving 
propellers." These propellers will be at 
least forty feet in diameter and will 
consist of light metal frames covered, 
with a light but strong fabric. 


Unlike the aeroplane, It can be stop- 


ped in midair and still keep its eleva- 
tion, whereas the aeroplane must de-< 
scend as soon as all of its motive pow- 
er is cut off. 


Professor Wood in speaking for him- 


self and Mr. Luyties made the follow- 
ing statement: 


"The object of the experiments which 


are now in progress is to determine 
the ascensional power which can be 
given to a .flying machine byr means of 
very large propellers operated by 'en- 
gine -power: The aeroplane. type of 
machine requires a high linear velocity 
for its support, and this makes landing 
more or less dangerous. In addition to 
this, the machines constructed -thus far 
have, as a rule, required some special 
device for launching. • 


"Authorities, for the most part, are 


agreed that the successful machine 
must ascend without the aid of any 
apparatus exterior to itself and must 
be capable of making a safe landing. 
Landing with an aeroplane will always 
be accompanied with some danger. 


"The 'helicopter' type of machine rises 


vertically like a balloon, lifted solely 
by the upward thrust of its revolving 
screws. Once aloft, lateral motion can 
be given to it in a variety of ways. 


"The machine of the future will very 


probably be a compromise between the 
aeroplane and the 'helicopter.' Up to 
the present time no work has been 
done on a large scale on the lifting 
power of large propellers. In the ma- 
jority of cases where the large screws 
have' been built attempts have been 
made to operate them by man power, 
and. this means proving wholly inade- 
quate, the experiments have been dis- 


i continued or efforts have been made to 
build a ligbt engine to drive them."

POLITICAL SPIES. 


The]* Are Quite Common All Over the 


Continent of Europe. 


On the continent of Europe it is quite 


a common thins for rcyal personages 
to he subjected to espionage, mainly, 
of course, for political reasons. 


In France. Spain, Russia, Germany 


and Austria the practice obtains. At 
one time during the reign of Napoleon 
III. a small army of political spies was 
engaged in watching royal subjects. In 
fact, the vigilance of the different par- 
ties was so great that there were three 
or four distinct secret services. The 
emperor had his; the empress had hers; 
the government and the republicans 
respectively had theirs—all employed 
to -watch the other parties and their 
spios. 


Moreover, Bismarck hart his spy over 


the emperor. So that France wns over- 
ridden by spies, the most Important, 
however, being Bismarck's, to whom 
the war was indeed to a great extent 
due. 


This secret service agent wns a Ger- 


man doctor, whose advice the unfortu- 
nate emperor even preferred to that of 
his own court physicians, and thu« 
Bismarck know even hotter than Na- 
poleon the real state of the latter's 
health, which was, of course, a very 
important factor in the political situa- 
tion at those times.—Pearson's Weekly.

IEUTIONS WITH ROOSEVELT 


Are Discussed and Foraker Says He 


Knows Nothing of Any Anti- 


Koosevclt Plot, 


Canton, O., April 11.—In the pres- 


ence of 1,200 people, Senator Joseph 
B. Foraker at the auditorium here 
Wednesday night delivered an address 
In which he defended His. action as a 
servant of the people of Ohio, and he 
declared he is willing to abide by their 
decision in the future. The occasion 
of the address was the annual banquet 
of the Canton board of trade. Senator 
Foraker was down on the program to 
deliver an address on "Civic Pride," 
but his speech was largely directed to 
his work asv senator and a declaration 
that he means always to do his best 
in his own way. 
He was received 


•with enthusiasm as he stepped for- 
ward to speak. In his address he dis- 
cussed published statements regarding 
the president's attitude toward the sen- 
. ator, and replied to a publication men- 


tioning him as. one of i*n anti-Roosevelt 
combination; reviewed the investigation 
of the -discharge- of the negro soldiers on

Senator-Foraker said: "The wicked

Of. an over-ambitious correspondent. 
"That -the president of the United States 
should become personally engaged In a, 
political contest to determine his succes- 
sor is without precedent, unless it be the 
bad precedent set by Andfew Jackson to 
Martin Van Buren. 
"That he would enter upon such strug- 
gle with a. declaration that he is to set 
.limitations upon the freedom of speech 
of those who may differ from him, and 
that they are to disregard those limita- 
tions at their peril,, is without precedent 
even in the: case of jacks'bn, and is, so in- 
consistent With the dignity of his high 
office and the proprieties always to. be 
observed, that I feel it a duty" toward 
the president himself to enter for him, 
on my own motion, a disclaimer of all 
responsibility for such a publication.

That "Conspiracy." 


Mr. Foraker characterized as a "sort 


of companion piece" a. published state- 
ment of the president 'to his friends, 
which named- aa members of the combi- 
nation to oppose him for his attitude to- 
ward Wall street E. H. Hangman, J. B. 
Foraker and John D. Rockefeller. 


"In view of this publication;" said Mr. 
Foraker, "I trust I may without impro- 
priety say that until it was given out at 
Washington a few days ago, 1 never 
heard tell of any. combination, or trust, 
or conspiracy to oppose the president in 
/anything; much less did I ever hear of 


the 
so-called $5,000,000 conspiracy of 


•Which we have heard so much during 
the last week. I trust I may be par- 
doned for going1 further and saying I 
never saw John D. Rockefeller but once 
in my life, and that- was 20 years ago 
or more, when I was governor of Ohio. 
I then" had the pleasure of meeting him 
In connection with 'the ceremonies con- 
nected with the laying of the corner- 
stone of the Young Men's Christian As- 
sociation building at 
Cleveland. With 
that single exception, I never saw him, 
never spoke to him and never communi- 
cated with him in any way, directly or 
indirectly. 
Mr. Harrlman I have seen 


oftener. I have, seen him three times— 
'twice at the White House; the last time 
as an honored guest at the wedding cer- 
emonies of the president's daughter. On 
neither of these occasions did I have any 
conversation with him. The only other 
time I ever saw him was to meet him at 
a dinner party given by Senator and 
Mrs. Depew, where Speaker Cannon and 
his daughter. Senator Spooner and his 
wife. Senator Elkins and his wife, and 
many others were present. Except only 
the brief conversation of the evening in 
the presence of all this company, I never 
communicated with him directly or indi- 
rectly on any subject whatever. I call 
attention to all this with particularity so 
that at the outset such wild, reckless, 
crazy stories may bo put into the class 
of campaign literature where they prop- 
erly belong. 
"But -these stories are but samples of 


many others, all of which, taken togeth- 
er, seem to have for their object the 
dissemination of the Idea, that I am at 
war with the policies of President Roose- 
velt. No man ever occupied the White 
House who has been identified with so 
many legislative measures as President 
Rooptvtlt. He is a tireless worker. 9« 
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Is constantly doing, or causing to Be 
done, something of great importance. 
This Is true not only as to domestic but 
also as to foreign affairs. He has been 
president since September, 1901, almost 
six-years. ^ During all that time I have 
supported all measures that have come 
before the senate of the United States 
for consideration with which he was 'In 
any way identified, except only . three. 
I differed from him as to joint statehood 
for New Mexico and Arizona, insistin- 
that they should not be forced into the 
Union "as dne state Unless a majority of 
tie citizens of each territory might go 
Vote. The proposition I favored was 
Adopted by congress, and the people of 
Ihe territarto* voted airairw»t 1o»nt state- 
hood. That Was a proposition 
about 
which mftn might well differ. There was 
tto Occasion for any bitteqiess of feeling 
In connection with its consideration; 
•nd there was none on my part, and I 
never heard that there Was any on the 
part of the president'. 
"I wag .Unable aisa to agree with the 
president as to conferring the rate-mak- 
ing pow?r upon the interstate commerce 
commission, as pi-ovidea in the Hepburn 
law, passed at the first session of the 
Fifty-ninth congress. I was not opposed 
to that proposition, however, because I 
did not want governmental control and 
supervision oC railroads engaged in inter- 
state commerce, for i was among the 
Brst to advocate such a measure,, but 
because 1 thought the Hepburn-law in 
particular Was both Unconstitutional and 
unnecessary, and that it was a long and 
serious step iii the wrong direction as a 
matter of public policy. I did not believe 
either that if congress had the power to 
rfiake rates, it had the right to -delegate 
that power , to an administrative body. 
Whether I was right In entertaining that 
opinion will be determined when the su- 
preme .court,of the Ignited: States passes 
on the question, as, sooner or later, it 
must."

Mr. Foraker said that all the prosecu- 
Jons against the railroads, the sugar and 
aeef trust and the Standard Oil and 
other corporations have been brought 
under the Elkins law, and the govern- 
ment secured convictions speedily in all 
cases. except where its own testimony 
'ailed, but that no suit of the kind has 
been brought under the Hepburn law. 


Discharge of Negro Troops.

Coming to the Brownsville (Tex.) af-

honor, Mr. Foraker said that many of j 
:he discharged men had been in the ser-I 
vice many years, and had honorable rec- 
ords.

lumble that he should hot be given a , 
day In court somewhere, or some time, i 
or some place, to make his defense, con- i 
front his accusers, and refute their testi- ' 
mony against him; and especially should > 
soldiers have the benefit of-such a hear- 
ng. I believed that this was their right 
under the cpnsWtution. I did not believe : 
:hat even the president, as commander- 
n-chief- of' the army, had power to de- 
prive them of this right. 
"But without regard to that question, 
felt that they should have this oppor- 


:unity. r secured It for them. It-was a 
orig, hard contest in-.ther senate-which 
resulted In the adoption, erf'a resolution 
ordering ' an investigation, 
I spoke re- 
reatedly in favor; of the proposition, but

the rights of citizens, no matter how 
humble they may be, shall be protected 
by the law, and under the law, and not 
a government Under which, by autocratic 
and arbitrary orders and decrees, men 
may be dishonored and stripped of their 
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place in the United States where thesa 
sentiments should be endorsed more 
heartily than another, it is here in Ohio; 
In the state that gave to the nation's gal- 
altxy of great men such defenders and 
advocates of human rights as Joshua R. 
Glddings, Benjamin F. Wade, Salmon P. 
Chase, John Sherman and William Mc- 
Kinley. 


"But running through all this conten- 


tion there Is found another broad and 
'important question. What is the office 
of a senator? Is he a. mere agent to reg- 
ister the will of somebody, or is he sup- 
posed to have opinions of his own with 
liberty to stand for them in debate when 
he votes? 
. 


What Is a Senator? " 


"If he be a mere agent, why have we 


always tried to select for this great of- 
fice men of ability and high character? 
Anybody could ' follow somebody else. 
And why? If a senator- has no liberty 
Of action, should he be held accountable 
for the record Ire makes, and if there Is 
to be no difference of opinion, why have 
any discussion— or, in fact, why have any 
senate or house? 


"I have always, understood, aoid thought 
representatives of the people are ac- 
countable only to the people; that they 
are not properly subject to any other in- 
fluence and for. that reason I stand ever 
ready to render to my constituents an 
account of my stewardship. It is their 
right to have it— it is my duty to give 
it; and if they are dissatisfied they have 
a remedy for that dissatisfaction in their 
own hands. They can select another. 
"But while conceding the right of 


everybody else to differ from me, I deny 
the right of anybody except my constitu- 
ents to can me to account. I have never 
held any office except by election: I have 
always been proud of the confidence *n 
me so frequently manifested by the in- 
telligent people of . this great ;i common- 
wealth. I am always ready to abide their 
judgment. I would not avoid or evade 
it if I could. Therefore it is that I pro- 
pose to carry my cause directly to them 
wlfenever issues may arise in which I am 
interested. If they agree with me, I shall 
be rejoiced; if not, I shall be satisfied. 
But while I will thus submit my cause to 
the people and abide by their judgment, 
I. .will not submit to the dictation or 
threats or menaces of any kind of any 
boss, big or little, inside the state or out- 
side of it. Neither will I acquiesce with- 
out protest in what I. do not approve, no 
matter t>y whom it may be proposed."

JEROME ASKS JURY

Which Was Given by Almighty God, 


"Thon Shalt Not Kill," in Mak- 


ing Decision 


New York, April 11.—Charged with 


the responsibility of deciding the fate 
of Harry K. Thaw, the jury which 
since January 23 has been sitting":in 
judgment on the young slayer of Stan- 
ford White, retired at 5:17 p. m. Wed- 
nesday to begin the consideration of 
their verdict 
Six hours later they 


had failed to reach an agreement, and 
shortly after 11 p. m. were locked up 
for the night in the jury room of the 
criminal courts building. Justice Fitz- 
gerald became convinced at that hour 
that the chances of receiving a verdict 
during the night were too remote to 
warrant his remaining up any~longer. 


It was said that when Justice Fitz- 


gerald's message was received the of- 
ficers on duty put the matter up to 
the jurors themselves, asking if there 
was any possibility of their arriving 
at a verdict within the next few hours. 
The reply from the jury room was 
strongly negative. Thf jury was said 
to-be almost hopelessly divided, and 
none of those connect c-d with the case 
would venture 'the hope of anything 
better than a disagreement as the 
climax of the long-drawn-out trial. 


Thaw, who was much depressed at 


the close of District Atiorney Jerome's 
impassioned attack upon him as a 
"cowardly, brutal murderer — a rich 
illiterate who always has had his own 
way until he fell Into the clutches of 
the law"—revived in spirits as the 
evening wore on. 


While in his cell, Harry Thaw com- 


mented at times upon the district at- 
torney's address and Justice Fitzger- 
ald's charge. 
The latter Thaw be- 


lieved was not wholly impartial, and 
he said he feared it might have A bad 


effect upon the jury. Thaw's family 
were fearful lest under Justice Fitz- 
gerald's charge the jury might bring 
in a verdict for one of the lesser de- 
grees of murder or for manslaughter, 
as outlined by the court. 


Judge's Charge. 


In the life of Harry Thaw, Wednes- 


day will go down as tEe most trying 
he has ever experienced. 
From the 


opening of court until the- jury retired 
the fates deal unmercifully with him. 
Beginning with District Attorney Je- 
rome's final argument and throughout 
the judge's charge, Thaw had to listen 
to a scathing attack upon his charac- 
ter and to a narrative drawn from the 
evidence which was meajit to strip his 
deeds of the halo of chivalric glory 
which his own attorneys had thrown 
about them. 
• The judge's charge, lasting about an 
hour, was a concise outline of the 
law, 
and gave to the jury the alterna- 


tive of rendering any one of the fol- 
lowing four verdicts: Murder in the 
first degree; murder in the second 
degree; manslaughter in the first de- 
gree, or not guilty on.the ground of 
insanity. 
The statute governing the 


plea of insanity was defined clearly, 
much stress being laid on the fact 
that an irresistible impulse to kill had 
no place in the law. 


The judge also informed the jury 


that an illusion, unless the illusion if 
true might result in the injury of the 
man suffering it, could not be accept- 
ed 
as 
an 
excuss. Altogether the j 


charge, while consisting principally' 
of a complete explanation of the law, 
was considered by those who have fol- 
lowed the trial as adverse to the de- 
fendant. 
The attorneys for the de- 


fendant, took exceptions because the 
judge had failed to include any of 
their prayers. 


Jerome's Attack. 


The district attorney's summing-up 


was a comprehensive and forceful re- 
view of all the evidence adduced. He 
declared at the outset that, romance 
and sentiment did not enter into the 
issue; it was not a question of Stan- 
ford 
White's character 
or 
Evelyn 


Thaw's sufferings: it was a plain, mat- 
ter-of-fact homicide. "A common, cow- 
ardly 
tenderloin murder," 
as 
he 


termed it. The novel plea of "demen- 
tia Americana" made by Attorney Del- 
rnas at th<? very close of his argument 
was *ii lacktu uy tut* di.->J i'ict. ^M.Grncy, 
and he repeatedly referred to it in 
tones of sarcasm. 
Mr. Jerome also 


dealt mercilessly with Evelyn Thaw, 
to whom he referred as the "angel 
child," and to Thaw, whom he termed 
alternately "St. George" and "Sir Gal- 
ahad."' 


Jerome continued: "There were two 


ordinary men in this caso. and be- 
tween 
them was a tigress, urging 


them on. With Thaw, she was se- 
duced by White: with White, she was 
the victim of Thaw's perversion. Why, 
men, 
there are the same old elements 


here that have made criminal history 
ever since the world began. 
This 


'angel child' comes here, and weaves 


a web of lies like this to fool you—to 
induce 3~ou to acquit a cold-blooded, 
cowardly murderer on a defense of 
'dementia Americana.' 
She herself 


tells you she was constantly egging 
him on."

SUN SPOT 


Discovered by New York Astronomer. 


Its Features. 


New 
York. 
April 
13.—Dr. S. A. 


Mitchell, instructor in astronomy at 


he had discovered a new sun spot 
which, he says, is as large as that dis- 
covered by Professor Erashear of Al- 
legheny, on Feb. in. Its existence, 
says Dr. Mitchell, is more remarkable 
because the period of frequeacy of the 
large spots is long past. 
This spot,

This elec- 
tion involved the municipal ownership 
policy, under which the world's me- 
tropolis has suffered for eighteen years 
and resulted in a "shattering defeat'1 
for that policy, as phrased by the 
Daily News, a journal that has always 
stood for its extension to the greatest 
possible length.

London from a great peril." "It has

Even, the" most ardent opponents of 


the Progressives, as those who have 
committed the great city for -nearly two 
decades to municipal ownership call 
themselves—the most hopefnl advocates 


• of a return to unhampered individual 


effort and the repudiation of socialism- 
were amazed at the extent of their vic- 
tory. It almost exactly reversed the 
effective forces in the government of 
London. 
When elected in 1904 the 


council had eighty-three Progressives, 
thirty-four Municipal Reformers and 
one Independent. 
The Municipal Re- 


formers now have seventy-nine seats, 
the Progressives thirty-eight, and there 
is one Independent ^member. 
This 


gives the Municipal Reformers a ma- 
jority of forty, their vote in the council 
being more than two to one. 
. 
, 
Meaning of the Victory. 


"As to the meaning of the victory," 


says the Daily Graphic, "there can be 
no question. The issue was plainly 
stated and hotly argued. On the one 
side stood the Progressives, with their 
socialistic schemes and their dishonest 
finance. On the other stood the Re- 
formers, who insisted that the business 
of those who take part in local govern- 
ment is to govern and not to trade and 
that the prosperity of a great city can 
only be secured by leaving all indus- 
tries to private enterprise, subject' to 
general control to prevent abuses. 


"The former policy had been proved 


to involve an ever increasing burden 
upon the local taxpayer, and it was his 
revolt that secured the defeat of the 
Progressives. He has to pay for the 
follies of his rulers, and he has shown 
that he means to check these follies 
where he can. The issue between so- 
cialism and individual liberty has been 
fairly fought out, and the Socialists 
have been ignominiously routed."

How London Was Awakened. 


The idea expressed in the London 


Daily Graphic's headline that the 
election1 was a genuine "waking up' 
of London's voters of all grades has 
been expressed in print many times "by 
journalistic* students of the situation 
since the event. Along this line these 
facts are pertinent. 


As'a rule, the percentage of English- 


men who vote, especially at municipal 
elections, is much smaller than among 
Americans. Less than 45 per cent of 
the qualified voters went to the polls at 
the previous election. This year, alarm- 
ed by the rising taxes and increasing 
municipal debt, caused by the waste- 
ful municipal operation of street cars, 
electric lighting and gas plants, the 
suffrage was exercised by fully 55 per 
cent. It was this increased interest in 
municipal affairs, this, ''waking up" of 
all classes to the true situation, that 
overthrew the municipal Socialists, for, 
although they suffered a "shattering 
defeat," the Progressives polled some 
thousands more votes than they did in 
1904. 
It had been claimed for manv 


years that whenever a majority of all 
the voters could be roused to do their 
duty the Progressives would be wiped 
out, and the event has justified the 
prophecy. Commenting on this 
of the situation, the London Argus 
says: 


"The elections just concluded bear 


out the prediction that heavy voting 
would spell victory. Hitherto the Pro- 
gressives have triumphed not because 
they were in the majority, but because 
of apathy on the part of those v.ho 
would not take the trouble to vote, but 
were known to be in the mam favora- 
ble to the cause that finally triumphed 
Xever before has London polled so 
heavily, and this helps to explain the 
victory. 
But also there were manj 


disillusioned taxpayers who have pre 
viously supported 
the 
Progressives 


who this year voted for the Municipal 
Reformers." Their ticket received 527.- 
000 votes, the Progressives 392,000, the 
Socialists 4,500 and the Independents 
4.900.

The awakening, according to all the 


newspaper's, both Progressive and Mu- 
nicipal Reform, was brought about by 
better organization than had ever oeen 
attempted before by the Muncipal Re- 


formers, and, according to the West- 
minster Gazette, a strong Progressive 
orpin, there was "a great rally of the 
middle classes," the backbone of tho 
British nation, to the 
Reformers' 


cause. 


Women Voted Against M. O. 


The -women Lave the right of suf- 


frage in municipal matters iu England, 
aud the papers of all political faiths 
agree that the majority of the women's 
vote was for Municipal Reform and 
against the further followiug of the 
false gods of municipal ownership. 


One of the successful council candi- 


dates in commenting on the awaken- 
ing says, "Our organization was ex- 
cellent, and our canvassers, especially 
the ladies, were beyond praise." Com- 
menting upon the vote of the women, 


.teresting to note that women's suffraga 
has not assisted the more hysterica 
side. There was no distinction of sex 
in this election, and the result i 
wholly in favor of a cause which wa: 
conservative with a small 'c.'" 


That the women who opposed the 


Progressives did so mainly in orde 
to rebuke the socialistic tendencie: 
which were being developed under the 
guise of "municipal trading" is gener- 
ally agreed. One voter of the fair sex 
expressed herself very decidedly upon 
this point when she deposited her bal 
lot. 
All the London papers in thei: 


election accounts made special note o 
the unexpected activity of the women 
on behalf of Municipal Reform, and th 
illustrations in the Daily Graphic in 
eluded sketches and photographs o: 
women at the polls and working among 
the voters. - 


iMot a Factional Victory. 


The Daily Graphic also publishes 


maps which show that the victory was 
won on neither sectional nor class 
lines. Great areas of the city inhabit 
ed almost exclusively by middle class 
people and wage earners, formerly 
Progressive in preference, voted solid 
ly for Municipal Reform this year 
Commenting upon this, the Telegraph 
says: 


"The gains of the Reform party were 


distributed all over London, and this 
goes to show that the change of opin/ 
ion which has produced such a star- 
tling reversal of the old order of 
things Is quite general. Hitherto the 
Progressives have looked upon the Eas1 
End as peculiarly their own, but disas 
ter overtook them in several East End 
divisions, while in one or two Instances 
the Reformers made a clear sweep." 


The small tradesmen were against 


the Progressives In nearly every pan 
of the great city, and even according 
to the Progressive Daily News it was 
the small tradesmen and the clerks as 
well as the people of leisure among the 
normally nonvoting classes who "utter- 
ly swamped" the advocates of munici 
pal socialism. 


Along this line the Times says: "It is 


instructive that the Municipal Reform 
party should have done as well as li 
has done in South London, where the 
Progressives could pose as local bene- 
factors, having put into operation there 
one big municipal ownership enterprise 
the Southern trolley lines. Yet eight of 
the South London boroughs went solid- 
ly against the 'wastrels.'" 


The Globe says in similar vein- "It is 


no use pretending that the victory is 
the work of property owners or of any 
particular class in the community. The 
verdict is the verdict of London as a 
whole, and in the sweeping victory 
every^elass may claim a share.1 


That the newly elected councilmen 


understand very well that they are ex- 
pected by the voters to cut loose from 
"municipal trading" as soon and as 
completely as possible Is shown by 
their views as furnished for publication 
by thirty-five of them in the London 
Argus. 


"It behooves us," says one, "to do 


without flinching the bidding of the 
men and women who elected us. These 
men and women require us first to nul- 
lify socialism in tlie council, to cut mu- 
nicipal ownership Josses and to start 
the process 'of -healthy reconstruction 
with enthusiastic yjiger." 


*—i*5'- cotmcilniaii elect refers to 


"the r6vo.lt of the electorate at the liigh- 
etjassessments and local taxes and the 
justifiable fear of further municipal 
ownership schemes, such as milk and 
food shops, bootmaking, piano making, 
etc., and the ghastly fear of the elec- 
rricity schenwj." 
A certainritish alderman, discuss- 


ing the situation before the election, 
summed up his views and what has 
>roved to be the views of London's 
majority by referring to the oft repeat- 
ed cry of the socialistic Progressives, 
when charged with extravagance and 
bad business in carrying out their mu- 
nicipal ownership schemes that they 
are building for the future and for the 
benefit of posterity, about as follows: 


"I don't object to building for the fu- 


ture, but I don't feel called upon to 
mortgage every comfort I and mine 
should enjoy and are capable of enjoy- 
flg-' for1 the benefit of my children's 
children. I am tired of rainbow chas- 
ng; to borrow an American phrase" 


Dangerous Openings For Demagogues. 
Arbitrary methods and poor or ex- 


orbitant service inevitably invite mu- 
nicipal owner&hip and give political 
ind editorial demagogues the open- 
ngs they are always on the lookout 
'or. A company may thus become an 
accessory to the crime of inflicting 
municipal ownership upon a city. I'n- 
ortunatcly, however, public spirit and 
good service do not always protect 
ompanies and communities from the 
attacks of these harpies.
